Avvét of the King's Council of State, for eftablifoing 
60 Agents of Exchange. 

PON what has beer ceprefeated to the 

King in his Council, that purfuant to the 

Arsét sffued onthe of Auguft laft, 

importing, That by Virtue of Commif- 


fions under the Great Seal, 60 of the King’s Coun- . 


cellours fhould be created Agents of Exchange, of 
the Bank, of Commerce, aod of the Finances, 
who only fhould be altowed co tranfadt any Af- 
fairs of thofe kinds, 60 Perfons are actually cho- 
fen and approved of to execute the {aid Commif- 
fions : But, that it is neceffary to allow them a 
fufficient Time to qualify themfelves for a€ting un- 
der thofe Commiffions, upon the Terms fpecified 
inthe faid Areét ; and that neverthelefe it is for 
the publick Intereft to permit forthwith the faid 
60 Perfons fo approved of, to enter upon the Ex- 
ercife of the Powers vefted in them by thofe Com- 
miffions, with a Probibition to all othersto traof- 
act any of the Matters committed to them, the faid 
60 Agents of Exchange being more than fufficient 
for tranfaéting all Manner of Bufinefs above-men- 
tioncd, and con{cquently there will be no further 
Neceflity of tolerating any longer the tumultuous 
Crowd of Perfors about the Exchange, who, not- 
withftanding all Precautions ufed for preventing it, 
do confiderable Damsge to Arts and Trades, and 
occafion infinite Abufes, Fraude, and Diforders ; 
his Majefty being willing to provide againft the 
fame, the King being in his Council, by the Ad- 
vice of the Duke of Orleans, Regent, has grant- 
ed, and does grant to the 60 Perfons chofen and 
approved of for executing the faid Commiffions 
of Agents of Exchange, the Time and Space of 
one Month, reckoning from the Day of the Pabli- 
cation of this Arrét, to themfelves for 
ing under thofe Commiflions upon the Terms fpe- 
cifed in the Arrét of Council of the 30th of Au- 
guft laft ; and upon their Default in not qualify- 
ing themfelves by the Time already prefcribed, and 
upon the fame being elapfed, it is bis Majefty’s 
Pleafure that they be excluded the faid Com- 
miffions ; and neverthelefs his Majefty per- 
mits the {aid 60 Perfons fo approved of, and 
named in the Lift annexed to this prefent Arrét, 
to begin from the Day of the Publication hereof, 
upon the Execution of the faid Offices of Agents 
of Exchange : His Majefiy forbids all Brokera, 
and others to traofa& any Mattere or do an 

Bufinefs relating to the faid Offices, and forbids 
all Bankers, Merchants, and others, from employ- 
ing them to that Purpofe, under the Penalty of 
3000 Livres forfeiture for each of the Offendx:ts, 
half to be — to the Hofpital and half to'the 
Informer. His Majefty orders, that upon Tuefday 
the 29th Inftant, the Exchange at the Hotel de 
Soiffons fhall be fhut up, and fhall always remain 
fo ; his Majefty forbids all Perfons from affembling 
there for the future, or in avy of the Places near 
it, of in any other Place or Street whatfoever, un- 
der Peril of being fent to Prifon; as likewife all 
Perfones other than the {aid Sixty Agents of Ex-

of the {aid kinds of Bufinefs under the Penalty of 


3000 Livres forfeiture. His Majefty ftrifly com- 
_mands the Lieutenant-Gencrai of the Pelice of

Arrét of the King’s Council of State concerning the 
Aétions of the India Company. Offober 24, 1720. 
PON what has been reprefented to the King 
in Council, that the Condition of thefe Perfons 
who have remained A€tionifts in the India Com- 
pany, contenting themfelves with the Profits arifing 
from the Stock, 1s fo different from that of a great 
Number of Peefons who have withdrawn from the 
{aid Company the greateft part of their Shares to 
fend elfewhere the confiderable Fortunes they have 
gaioed by converting their Siock into Bank. Bills; 
that while the one fort of Perfons have the Mortifi- 
cation to fee the Priie of Stock fall, much lower 
than it coft them, the others to the conteary, have 
arrived in a little time to anOpulency odious to the 
Publick,and prejudical to the Welfare of the State 5 
that the better to fecure theis Gains there are fome 
who have fent immenfe Sums abroad, which they 
have caufed to be placed in the publick Funds, ot 
employed in purchafing of Diamonds and other 
Merchandize altogether as dear as fuperflaous; that 
others have made an ill afe of their fudden Fortune 
in buying of Lands, or Houfes, which they have 
raifed to an exceflive Pricé, or by laying up Stores 
of al] forts of Commodities on purpofe to augment 
their Riches by a Monopoly punifhable by Law 5 
that, laftly, almoft all Perfons lock up the Gold 
and Silver which they do not Jay out, in fo much 
that all thefe Abufes have caufed in a great Mea- 
fare the dearnefs of Commodities, the difcredit of 
Stock and of Bank Bills, the decay of Manufactures, 
and the Neceffity to which confiderable Numbers 
of the Inhabitants of the beft Cities of the Kingdom 
are reduced. And although thele Diforders, caufed 
by Riches being fo unequally diftributed, might 
“gage hie Majefty to tax.fuch who make fo sil an’ 
ufe of them ; he has thought proper, vevertheleefs, 
that to avoid alarming the well difpofed AGtionifte 
who have not parted with their Stock, by the 
Preceedent of a Tax, the Confequences whereof 
may feem hurtful tothem, his Majefty choofee to 
remedy thefe Evile by a manner more mild and 
eafy, by obliging the old Adtionifts, who have been 
the caufe ofthem, to buy Stock proportionable to 
what they bad at fir, and by that means to re- 
lace in Trade at leaft fome part of the Riches they 
ave taken from it, to the end that their Fortunes 
becoming profitable both to the Kingdom and to 
themfelves, may help to maintain an Eftablifhment 
fo advantagiousto the State asis that of the India 
Company : In regard therefore to the fame, his 
Majefty being in his Council, by Advice of the 
a of Orleans Regent, has ordered and does 
order, 


That fech of the old A@tionifte of the India 
Company as fhall find themfelves diftinguithed in 
the Lifts which fhall be feetled in Council for that 
purpofe, fhall be obliged in fifteen Days from the 
time of the Notification which fhall be made to 
them of the faid Lifts, to bring to the faid Compa 
ny an Accompt of the Number of Actions they are 
to be charged with ; which being performed, thofe 
A&tions fhall be fubje€ted to all and Purpo- 
fes as the proper Treafure and Effeéts of the King.
